Dear Heloise: 
How 
does one clean the 
brick on a fireplace that has 
been smoked? 
Dumb Dora 
I 
have 
been called 
that 
name more than once when 
I forgot to open the damper. 
So don’t feel bad. love. 
It has been a long time 
since I talked about this so 
I ’m going to list some hint* 
that have come in over the 
years: 
Mickey 
Hood 
wrote 
that 
after working years with a 
commercial 
and 
residential 
cleaning firm, this is what he 
had learned about cleaning 
fireplaces: 
“ Most stores sell what is 
called art gum erasers that 
are ordinarily used to erase 
charcoal drawings. 
‘ ‘ Th e s e 
erasers 
work 
especially well on porous rock 
fronts. On smoother stone or 
brick, after using the art gum 
and getting off all the smoke 
possible, 
wash 
it 
with 
a 
s o l u t i o n 
of 
tri-sodium 
phosphate. ;j cup to a gallon 
of water. 
The way to use art gum 
is to knead it until it becomes 
pliable, 
and 
press 
on 
the 
smoked places. Knead in the 
soiled part and start again ” 
Folks, the eraser may seem 
to turn black in time, but it 
did 
not damage 
my brick 
fireplace. 
Many people say they open 
their windows and pour pure 
bleach in a glass bowl and 
take 
their 
vegetable 
brush 
and 
scour 
away 
at 
the 
fireplace! 
By the time the 
bleach dries all those marks 
have left . . . 
If you use this method, read 
the cautions on bleach bottles. 
It plainly says. “ Keep out of 
reach 
of 
children. ” 
And 
“ don't 
mix 
anything 
with 
bleach.“ Lots of products say 
the same thing today. So read 
“ Joe Blow’s” directions. He’s 
sure smarter than we are. 
And some other little hints 
for fireplaces . . . 
Before you build your next 
fire, 
take some 
hieavy-duty 
foil and line the hearth. Then 
all you will have to do is 
sprinkle some water on the 


ashes so they won’t fly all 
over, and lift up the foil, and 
d u mp it in a b ox. No more 
p reciou s time spent sweeping 
an d cleaning 
It’s also good to wet th e 
in sid e of the p ap eT bag or 
b ox you’ll dump the ashes in. 
In an extreme case, one 
woman used brick paint. Ask 
your paint dealer about it. It 
should 
be 
applied carefully 
and in a manner that will 
leave the mortar in its natural 
color. 
And one day when your 
fireplace is roaring hot, toss 
a handful of table salt on it! 
You'll get the surprise of your 
life. I know you all will love 
the bright blue flames and. 
tis said by experts that this 
combination 
acts 
as 
a 
chimney sweep, 
Be sure to watch for my 
next column, 
I ’m going to 
teach 
you 
something 
else 
about 
fireplaces 
because 
I 
don’t want you learning it the 
hard way as I did.
